a whole year, it will ſometimes be ſlow- 
er, and ſometimes faſter than a good 
ſun-dial, and the difference between the 
clock and the dial will be the equation of 
time. In the latter end of O#ober and 
the beginning of November clocks and 
watches ſhould be near 16 minutes 
lower than the ſun, |

Acer, Air. This is an elaftic fluid which 
covers the ſurface of the earth and ſur- 
rounds it on every fide. All the air 
which encompaſſes the earth confidered 
together, is called the atmoſphere, and 
the altitude of the air from the ſurface 
of the earth is termed the altitude of the 
atmoſphere. Cold air contracts the fibres, 
hot and meift relaxes them. Hot air de- 
bilitates the body, the ſerene increaſes the 
ſtrength: Moiſt air is hurtful. When the 
air is full of noxious and contagious partie 
cles, faſting is bad. Sudden changes of the 
air from bor to cold, or from cad to bor, 
are very injurious to the tone of the 
ſolid parts, and ſuppreſs perſpiration.

Febris, a Fever. Of this a frequent pulſe 
is the Patbognomonic fign, and yet there 
may be a frequent pulſe without a fever ; 
for children and perſons of billious con- 
ſtitutions have ſuch pulſes. The ſame 
will happen from violent exerciſe, from 
baths, from ſudorifics, from paſſions of 
the mind, and from the falling- ſick neſs. 


And therefore it will be neceſſary to en- 


quire, whether there has been a ſhiver- 
ing or coldneſs of the extremities, In 
moſt fevers, the pulſe is ſomewhat hard- 
er than ordinary, unleſs they are of the 
nervous or malignant kind. A ſpaſtic 
contraction of the capillary vetſels cau- 
ſes a quicker motion of the blood, and a 
reater attrition which begets heat. 

Febrii acta, an cute fever, comes on with 
violence, and runs its courſe in ſeven or 
fourteen days. It ſeldom continues till 
the twenty-firſt, 

Febris alba, the white fever. The green- 
ſickneſs is fo called. 

Febris angind ſa, the quinſey, This is an in- 
flammation of the fauces, attended with 
a burning pain, a tumour, redneſs, a dif- 
ficulty of breathing or ſwallowing, ati- 
fing from a ftagnation of blood, or a 
ſharp viſcid ſerum, in the ſanguineous ot 
lymphatic veſſels, 

Febris ardens, five cauſui, a burning fever, 
In this there is a burning or igneous 
heat of the whole body, with unquench- 
able thirft, and a dry black tongue with 
fiffures, 

Feibrit bilRſa, froe cholerice, the bilious fe- 
ver. This is a kind of burning fever, 
and is attended with intenſe heat, thirſt, 
anxiety, reftlefincſs, with copious bilious 
vomiting, internal heat ani coldnels of 
the extremiticsz ſometimes the ſymptoms 
are very violent, and it kills before the 
ſeventh day.

of the whole body, with an increaſed 

| falſe appetite and thirſt, There is like- 
wiſe a difficulty of ſwallowing, a flimulus 
in the /arynx, a heat in the fauces and 
noſtrils, ſneezing, heavineſs of the breaſt, 
a heat towards night with a quick pulſe, 
a violent cough with running at the 
noſe, heat in the fauces, troubled fleep, 
with morning ſweats, a heavineſs and 
torpor of the whole body, with want of 
appetite. 

Febris Chrdnica, a chronical fever, It is ſo 
called when it continues above forty days. 
Of this kind are the ſow, bectic, and 
generally intermitting fevers. 

Febris continua, a continual fever, is with- 
out any compleat intermiſſion, till the 
end of the diſeaſe, 

Febris continens, is a continual fever with- 
out remiſſion. | | 

Febris contagioſa, an inſectious fever, ſuch 
as the ſmall pox, malignant and pefti- 
lential fevers. 

Febris dyſenterica, a dyſenteric fever, This 
happens when with a preternatural heat 
and pulſe the patient is afflicted with 
violent gripes, and heat in the abdomen, 
attended with frequent painful ftools, 
which are either mucous, purulent, or 
bloody. 

Febris endemica, an endemic fever, is proper 
to a certain country, as the plague to 
Egypt, an ague to ſome parts of Eſſex 
and Kent. | 

Febris epid*mica, an epidemic fever, is 
when many fall ill at the ſame time in 

the ſame place or country, of the ſame 
| fever, which is not endemic or proper to 
that country, Sometimes it is benign, 
and ſometimes malignant. | 

Febrit cryſipelacea, an erylipelaceons fever. 
This when violent, begins ſuddenly with 
ſhivering and ſhaking, loſs of Arength, 
a pain in the back and head, to which 

| vomiting and a delirum fſupe:vene. 
When the Ery:;pelas appears between 
the third and tourth day, the ſymptoms 
abate, When it attacks the head, the 
parotid glands are affected; when the 
breaſt, the axillary.

A fever pro- 
ceeding from hence is attended with a 
burning pain in the abdomen, a pretet- 
natural heat of the whole body, a quick 
pulſe, loſs of firength, anxzicty, and in- 

uietude. 

Fail. maligna, a malignant fever, The 
moſt certain ſign of malignity in acute 
diſcaſes is a ſudden” loſs of firength, 
though ſome of theſe fevers come on al- 
moſt inſcntilly. The pulſe is tenſe and 
hard, but quick and ſmall. There is a 
head-ach, giddineſe, navſea, and vomit- 
ing.

Febris laftea, the Milk fever, This ap- 
pears the third or fourth day after child- 
birth, and continues till the ſeventh, 
when it terminates with a gentle ſweat. 

Febris lenta, a flow fever. This has milder 
ſymptoms than a 4e#ir, a gentler heat, 
a profuſe ſweat in the night, a natural 
pulſe after ſleep and before dinner. The 
ſkin is riot ſo diy, nor the body o 
weak. 

Febrit meſentirica, a meſenteric fever, This 
is attended with coldnels of the extre- 
mit'cs, thin urine with little ſediment, 
frequent coughing while nothing, is 
brought up but a little unconcocted mat - 
ter, There is a pain and rednets of the 
fauces, a conſtant loathing of victuals, 
and abſence of thirſt. The fever is 
frronyer one day and remits the other. 
It has been commonly miſtaken for a 
malignant fever, but it is neither epide- 
mic, nor ſpotted, nor ſpeedily kil's, but 
is generally protracted till the twenty-firſt 
day, and apt to tuin to a Gow heetic 
fever. 

Febris milicrir, the miliary fever, It be-

day. The ſpots are like flea-bites, and 
riſe but little above the ſkin, and ap-

Febris Peſtilentialis, a peſtilential fever, is 
a contagivus malignant fever, and the 
acuteſt of all others. It is attended 
with ſudden loſs of ſtrength, the higheſt 
anxiety, and other grievous ſymptoms, 
Buboes, carbuncles, and vibices appear in 
various parts of the body. 

| Febris perechiali: vera, a true ſpotted fe- 
ver, is very malignant, contagious, and 
greatly detrimental to the head and 
firength, It is attended with ſpots of 
various colours ariſing from a corruption. 
of the vital fluids, and a puttid diſſolu- 
tion conſequent thereon. 

Febris Phrenitica free Phreritis, the Phren- 
iy is an inflammation of the meninges 
of the brain, attended with an acute 
fever, terrible pains in the head, a red- 
nels of the face and eyes, a continual 
delirium, with great boldneſs and reft- 

 lefineſs. 

Febris Preamirice five Plexritis er Peripnes- 
ais, a Lung-Fever, or the plcuriſy 
and peripneumony. The ft is attend- 
ed with a violent pricking pain in the 
hier, frequent hard pulic, difficulty of, 


Then the pulſe 


and painful breathing, a very trouble- 
ſome cough, and ſometimes bloody ſpit- 
"tle. It is either moiſt or dry, In a pe- 
ripneumony, the pain is not ſo acute, but 
is more tenſive, blunt, and preſſing. 
The pulſe is ſoft and quick, the diffi- 
culty of breathing and anxiety greater, 
the expectoration is more troubleſome, 
and the ſpittle is of vatious colours. 

Febris Quartana, a quartan Ague. This 
is a fever of the intermitting kind, and 
is more obſtinate than the reſt. The fit 
generally begins in the afternoon, con- 
tinues about three hours, and returns 

. every third day. X 

Febris Quotidiana, a daily ague. This is 
an intermitting fever which returns 
every day, -and the fits generally con- 
tinue long. 

Febris ſcarlatina, the ſcarlet fever. This 
chiefly attacks children. It begins with 
coldneſs and ſhivering, without any vio- 
lent fickneſs. Afterwards the ſkin is 
covered with red ſpots, which, are lar- 
ger, more florid, and not ſo uniform as 
the meaſles. The redneſs remains two 
or three days, and then diſappears. 
Then the cuticle falls off, and leaves 
many ſcales behind it. 


 Febris fecundaria Variolarum, the ſecondary 


fever of the ſmall pox. This happens 
on the ninth or tenth day from the 
eruption, with a quick pulſe, internal 
heat, thirſt, watching, reſtleſſneſs; as 
alſo a delirium, If the pox is of the 
confluent ſort, and the patient an adult, 
it ſometimes kills on the eleventh day. 


 Febris ſemitertiana, a ſemitertian fever. It 


begins before noon with cold, violent 
ſhaking, and a contracted pulſe, This 
is ſucceeded by heat and a frequent 
pulſe, which continues ſome hours till 
a ſweat breaks out, and then it abates, 


but does not quite intermit. In the 


night, after a ſlight chillneſs, the heat 
increaſes with a quickneſs of pulſe, the 
next day it is milder and without thirſt 
till the evening, at which time, after a 
Night ſhivering, it is more intenſe. On 
the third day the ſhaking returns with 
a more violent heat, and runs the ſame 
courſe over again without any abſolute 
intermiſſion. Some have a cardialgia, 
| others vomit 3 ſome faint away, and 
others again fall into a delirium. It is 
often miſtaken for a malignant ſever. 
Fetris fomgchica inflammatiris, an inſlam- 
mation of the ſtomach. This is attend- 
ed with a violent internal heat, a high 
anxiety, a tenfive heavy pain in the 
frecerdis,

træcordia, chiefly about the pit of the 
ſtomach, great thirſt, watching, reſtleſſ- 
neſs, tumblipg and. toſſing, a coldneſs 
of the extremities, a pretty hard con- 
trated and frequent pulſe, ſometimes 
unequal, a difficult breathing, and often 
reaching to vomit. The pain is in- 


creas'd as often as any thing is ſwal- 


low'd. 

Febris ſymptomatica, a ſymptomatic feyer. 
This ſupervenes to ſome primary diſcaſe, 
or dangerous external hurt, becauſe the 
nervous ſyſtem is thereby grievouſly af- 
ſeed and greatly irritated, It obſerves 

no regular type. 

Febris Sy\nocha, is the ſame as continens, 

and is a continual fever without remiſſion. 
It begins without any remarkable cold- 
neſs or ſhivering, and attacks the ſan- 
guineous, the ſanguineo-bilious, the 
plethoric, or thoſe who are accuſtom'd 
to evacuations of blood in the prime of 
life, It is very violent at the firſt onſet, 
and continues, with little or no remiſ- 
fion of the ſymptoms, till the time of 
the criſis, The pulſe is great and full. 


It affects the nervoſo-membranous parts 


with a ſlight inflammation, and infeits 

one part more than another, whence a- 
riſe variety of ſymptoms. 

Febris tertjana, a tertain ague, is an inter- 
mitting fever that returns every other 
day. | 

Febris tertiana duplex, a double-tertian 
ague. This has a fit every day, but 
at difterent times, Thus, if it comes 
on at eight in the morning on the firſt 
day, the invaſion will be at the ſame 
time on the third day; and if at four 

in the afternoon on the ſecond day, it 
will begin at the ſame hour on the 
fourth. 

Febris warieſiſa, a variolous fever, or the 

This 1s an acute exanthe- 

matic, contagious fever, in which, by 

a critical motion, a thin, cauſtic, cor- 

rupt inflaming, and ulcerating matter is 


thrown out on the ſkin, often attended 


with grievous ſymptoms. It begins 
with wearineſs, languor, diſturb'd Neep, 
loathing of victuals, reaching to vomit, 
pain in the head, coſti veneſs, coughing 
and ſhivering now and then. Theſe are 
ſucceeded with heat all over the body, 
a quick pulſe, then an acute pain in the 
head, loins, and ſpine of the back. 
Children ſometimes have epileptic fits. 
On the fourth day {pots appcar on the 
face and neck, and ſucceſſively all over 
the body. This eruption continucs two 
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or three days. In the mean while the 
fever and ſymptoms abate and almoſt 
ceale, Afterwards the pox tend to ſup- 
puration, beginning at. the face, and 
then proceed downwards. On the cle- 
venth day the ſwelling in the face and 
inflammation diſappear, the puſtules fall 
off, and on the fourteenth or fiftcenth 
day they periſh entirely, They bave 
been generally divided into the diſtinct 
and confluent ſort. 

Febris ex inflammaticne Vesice, a fever from 
the inflammation of the bladder. The 
pathognomonic and eflential ſigns of 
this diſeaſe are an acute, burning and 
preſſing pain in the region of the pubes, 
with a fever, a conſtant teneſmus, and 
a perpetual ſtriving to make water, 

Febris uterina ſeve inflammatio uteri, a utes 
rine fever or inflammation of the wamb. 
This is known by a heat and fixt pain 
in the groin, with an acute fever, a 
Pain in the loins and bottom of the bel- 
ly, an inflation of the abdomen, a ſti- 
mulus to make water and to go to tool, 
a heat and difficulty of urine. The 
breaſts ſwell in proportion as the in- 
flam'd Uterus. 

Ferrum, Iron, a metal. 

Ficus, the Fig- tree. The fruit called Cari- 
cæ or figs, are in uſe. 

Felipendula, Dropwort. The root is diure- 
tic and cleanſes the kidneys. It has been 
given againſt the whites with ſucceſs ; 
as alſo the bloody flux, It is recom» 
mended for the virtigo, falling ſickneſs, 
and king's-evil. The doſe in powder is 
a dram once a day, 

Filix mas, common male fern, 

Filix faimina, Female Fern or Brakes. 

Ihe root of this has been accounted the 
moſt ſecret of all ſecrets for killing 
worms, not excepting the tape-worm. 
The deſe in powder is from one dram to 
three. It has been us d in decoctions a- 
gainſt a ſchirrus of the iplcen and pan- 
creas, but is now laid aſide on account 
of its nauſeous taſte. 

Filix fiirida, the flowering Fern, or Oſ- 
mund royal, A conſerve made of the 
tender ſhoots of this and the male fern 
has been recommended agaiaſt the 
rickets. | 

Fil:rstis, Filtration, is a method of ren- 
dcring liquors fine and clear. It is now 
dene chiefly by letting them run thro?

Per foratus, a muſcle which ariſes from the 
internal protuberance of the Humerus 
and Radius, It is divided into four ten- 
dons, which are inſerted into the pha- 
lanx of the four fingers. 

Perforans, its origin is the ſuperior part 
and middle of the 24%. "This is divided 
into four tendons, which perforate the 
tendons of the preceding, and end in 
the beginning of the third phalanx, 

Periantbium, is the moſt common kind of 
calyx of a flower. It often conſiſts of 
ſeveral ſmall leaves: but if it is mono- 

phyllous, or with one leai only, it is 
divided 1n various manners, It docs 
not always involve the whole flower. 

Pericardium, the membrane that contains 
the heart as it were in a bag. 

Pericarpium, belongs to fruit, and is placed 
on the germen, It grows thicker, and 
contains the ſecds. Sometimes it is 
wanting. 

Pericranium, the membrane that immedi- 
ately inveſts the ſkull, It is thin, but 
pretty ſtrong.

Perizfleum, is a nervous and vaſculous 
membrane of very acute ſenſe, inveſting 
all the bones internally and externally, 
except the teeth and the places where 
the muſcles ate inferted.

Periftilticus motus, the periftaltic motion. 

The ſtomach and inteſtines have a fin»

The efſential follow the diſeaſe 
cloſely, nor can they be ſeparated from 
it, Hence diſeaſes are known and di- 
ftinguiſhed ; hence alſo certain | 
and prognoſtics are deduced 3 thus 
in a fever which is an accelcrated mo- 
tion of the ſolids and fluids, the ſymp- 
toms are immoderate heat, unuſual 
thirſt, conſtant watching, proſtration of 
ſtrength, a conſumption of the fluids, a 
dejection of appetite, an increaſed re- 
ſpiration, a flame-coloured urine ; be · 
cauſe all theſe are the effects of an acce- 
lerated circulation of the blood. Lake» 
wiſe the ſprptom: of an ir flammaiint are 
a pain in the part affected, a tumor, red · 

_ neſs, a violent pulſation of the arteries g 
becauſe all the ſe protect e from af imped- 
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ed circulation of the blood, which ne- 
ceſſarily ſucceed a ſtagnation in the veſ- 
ſele, or a ſtricture of the nervous parts. 
Secondary ſymptoms, do not proceed im- 
mediately trom the former diſeaſe or a 
morbid motion; but from ſome other 
ſupervening cauſe, The inflammation 
of the meninges of the brain, lungs, 
or ſtomach, ſucceed1 g acute or eruptive 
fevers, is an inſtance of this; bccule 
theſe fevers may exiſt without ſuch an 
inflammation; but as it is the ffect and 
produce of the diſeaſe, it is called a 
ſymptom. Miliary eruptions often ſuc- 
ceed acute fevers, the ſmall- pox and 
meaſles, which are generally fatal. 

Synanche, a kind of a Quinſey which is 
ſeated in the internal muſcles of the 
pharynx, without any remarkable ex- 
ternal tumour or redneis.

It was formerly 
ſaid that aſtronomy and anatomy were 
the two eyes of medicine; and though 
the former is not of ſo much uſe as it 
was thought to be formerly, yet it ouzht 
not to be entirely rejected, becauſe it 
ſupplics us with accurate tables of the 
moon's progreſs through the twelve 
figns, upon which a great many morbid 
motions depend. However, natural phi- 
loſophy is now properly ſubſtituted in 
its room; I mean that philoſophy 
which includes chem ty and me- 
chanics: For all the reatons which a 
phyfician brings, unle's they ar- phyſi- 
cal or anatomical, are mere ipeculations 
and the idle inventions of a iruitful 
brain. Though at the ſame time it 
mult be acknowiedged we are in the 
dark with reſpect to many th.nes which 
relate to a human body, of which the 
various opinions of payhcians about 
them is a convincing proof.

veſſels. 

Vatuule mitrales, mitral valves. Theſe 
are two, and are placed at the exit of the 
left ventricle vf the heart, to hinder the 
return of the blood into the pulmonary 

| veins, 

Falurlæ ſemilungres, ſemilunar Valves. 
Theſe are placed at the orifice of the 
arteries proceeding from the heart ; they 
are three in number, which being ex- 
panded cloſe the orifice of the artery, 
and prevent the return of the blood into 
the heart at the time of its dilatation. 


Some call thoſe in the pulmonary artery, 


gmecides or /igmeidales. 

1 — pides, Theſe valves have 
three points which are faſtened by ten- 
dinous fibres to the carnous columns of 
the heart. They are ſeated at the 
mouth of the right ventricle juſt at its 
juncture with the auricle. They cloſe 
the orifice of it upon its contraction or 
hole, and hinder the blood from re- 
turning into the vein,

Theſe are valves of the inteftines, eſpeci- 
ally in the jau and about the begin- 
ning of the ih They are only pc 
that riſe up, and in the qi arc half 
an inch diftant, in the ile an inch 
and a half. In the beginning of the co- 
lon there is a carnous and circular valve, 
which is formed out of the production 
of the inward coat of the i, and, like 
the finger of a glove when its extremi- 
ty is cut off, hangs iooſe in the cavity 
of the colon, in order to prevent the re- 
turn of the excrements: Though it 18 
not always ſufficient for that purpoſe, 
if as as it is aſſerted they are forced back 
through this valve in the iliac paſſion.

Paſa, Veſſels. Thele are hollow canals, 
conſiſting of conical or cylindrical mem- 
branes, through which the fluids pats 
to all parts of the body, ſuch as veins, 
arteries, lymphatics, &c. 

Vaſa deferentia, thoſe veſſels are ſo called 
which carry the ſemen from the teſticles 
to the wesicule ſeminales. 

Vaſa ſemingria, the ſame as the prepa- 
rantia. 

Vaſa jpermatica, the ſame. 

Vaſa umbilicalia, umbilical veſſels, Theſe 


are twoarteries, one vein and the Zrachus. 


They twiſt about each other, particu- 
Jarly the arteries about the vein, and 
are contained in one common coat with 
the wrachus, which laſt ariſes from the 
top of the bladder of urine, and ends in 
the membrona allantois, The umbilical 
vein goes from the navel directly into 
the liver, and there enters the great trunk 
of the wena portæ. Near this entrance 
the duHfus wenvſus goes out to the great 
trunk of the cava, which carries part 
of the blood that is brought by the um- 
bilical vein that way into the cava, 
while the reſt circulates with the blood 
in the porta. When the umbilical vein 
is topped it becomes a ligament, and 
the ductus wenoſus ſoon Nainks and al- 
moſt diſappears. The umbilical arteries, 
which ariſe from the internal iliac ar- 
teries, paſſing by the outfides of the 
bladder goes direftly to the nave! and 
Placenta. Theſe with the grachus 
ſhrink up after birth and are not to be 
diſtinguiſhed near the nave).

Vena arteriiſa, the pulmonary Artery is 
ſo called which carries the blood from 
the right venticle of the heart into the 
lungs, and has three figmoides valves to 
prevent the return of the blood into 
the heart. It aſcends directly upwards 
from the right ventricle of the heart, and 
at the curvature of the aorta is divided 
into two branches; one of which is 
called the right pulmonary artery and 
the other the left. 

Vena, Veins. The blood being diſtributed 
to all parts of the body by two kinds of 
arteries, the aorta and pulmonary artery, 
is returncd by three kinds of veins, call- 
ed the wena cava, the vena porie, and 
the pulmonary vein. 

Vena cava. "This comprehends two prin- 
cipal trunks, called the vena cava ſupe- 
rior, and the vena cava inferior, or the 
deſcending wena cava, and the aſcendirg 
Vena cava, Theſe two unite at the 
right auricle of the heart and diſcharge 
the blood which they have received 
from the parts with which they com- 
municate, 

Vena cava ſuperior frve deſcindens. This 

extends trom the right auricle of the 

| heart to the ſuperior part of the fernum, 
There is a conſiderable vein which diſ- 
charges itſelf herein called azypos or 
vena fine pari. It hes — along 
the right lateral part of the body of the 
wertcbre of the back and penetrates in- 
to the lower belly, paſſing between 
the two appendices of the diapbragm. It 
communicates with the right emulgent 
vein and receives in its way the eight 
lower intercoſtals on each fide, and 
ſometimes the four ſuperior interceſtalt, 
as well as the two ſmall veins which 
have received blood from the bronchia/ 
erteries, The wena cava ſupericy, ſeems to 
be formed of two confiderable branches 
called the ſubc/avian, which appear to 
be made by two other branckes termed 
the axi//ary, 

Vera ſubclavuæ, the ſubclavian Veins. That 
on the right fide is not ſo long as that 
on the left, which depends on the fitu- 
ation of the vena cave, which does no:

but to their right lateral part. How- 
ever they receive the blood from the 
ſame parts as the arteries, and the veins 
are known by the ſame names. 

Venæ jugulares, are either inter nal or exter- 
nal, The internal begin at the end of 
the lateral finuſſes, deſcend along the 
anterior part of the neck on the fide of 
the aſpera arteria, join the carirides and 
paſs to the ſubelavians. 

Venæ jugulares externæ. Theſe are ſituated 
along the lateral parts of the neck and 
are covered with nothing but the ſkin, 
the fat and the muſculus cutaneous. 

Vere axil/ares, theie diſcharge themſelves 
into the ſubclavians as they paſs between 
the clavicle and the anterior branch of 
the ſcalenus muſcle, 

This is a vein of the 
hand which paſſes between the ring and 
the little finger, | 

Vena cephalica. The cephalic vein. This 
aſcends along the external part of the 
arm and runs to the line which ſeparates 
the deltoride and pectoral muſcles, and 
afterwards empties itſelf into the ſub- 
clawian vein. 


| Fena basllica, the baſilic vein. This com- 


municates with the cephalic at the 
flexure of the cubit, by a branch known 
by the name of the vena medidna. It 
is compoſed of branches of the cu- 
bital. | 

Vena cava inferior five aſcendens. This ex- 
tends from the fourth vertebræ of the 
loins to the right auricle of the heart. 
It lies along the right lateral part of 
the body of the vertebræ, and in pro- 


portion as it approaches the diaphragm 


it bears more to the right to gain the 
poſterior part of the liver, and to tra- 
verſe the right fide of the diaphragm in 
that part called the nervous centre. At 
length it penetrates the pericardiam to 
pals to the heart. | 

Vera ihacæ, the iliac Veins, Theſe are 
compoſed of two branches like the ar- 
terics of the ſame name. They are 
divided into the external and internal, 
which receive as many branches as the 
arteries, which they accompany in their 
diftributions. The external iliac wein 
is continued to the crural rein. The 
internal is cailed the bypopaſiric whict 
receives branches from tl. inreffinum; 
rect and the anus, termed ener- 
rbeidaies txteruæ. 

Pere crurali:, the crural Vein. This 


tuns to the fout, and the internal 
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branch neax the malleolus interrus is 
called ſapha*na ; the external about the 
knee, the poplitaba; in the calves of the 
legs, the ſuralis; and about the great 
toes, the cephalica. 

Vena porte, This vein is of a peculiar 
ſtructure, and may be compared to 2 
tree whoſe root is divided into a great 
number of fibril/a; for the trunk is in 
the middle from whence innumerable 
ramifications proceed. This vein is 
diſperſed on the ſtomach, int ſtines, 
meſentery, pancreas, and ſpleen, re- 
ceives the blood brought by the arteries 
to theſe parts, and carry it to the 
trunk; from whence it ſends greater, 
ſmaller, and exceeding ſmell branches 
to the liver, bringing the biood to this 
viſcus, and acting the part of an ar- 
tery. | 

Vera pulmonalis, the pulmonary Vein. 
This proceeds from the left auricle of 
the heart where it firſt forms a ſinus, 
and then is divided into four, after- 
wards into innumerable branches, 
which are diſtributed throughout the 
lungs.
